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Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1904. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  whole  District  during 
the  year  was  677.  This  is  33  above  last  year’s  total,  and  7 above 
the  average  for  the  District. 

The  birth-rate  for  the  whole  District  was  28  per  1000.  This 
though  lower  than  it  ought  to  be,  is  the  average  birth-rate  for  the 
District,  calculated  on  the  returns  of  the  last  ten  years.

The  birth-rate  for  the  Brigg  Sub-District,  although  still  much 
below  the  average,  is  higher  than  it  was  last  year. 

The  rate  in  the  Barton  Sub-District  has  been  gradually  falling 
for  some  years,  and  now  stands  at  the  extremely  low  figure  of 
2r8  per  1000. 

In  the  Winterton  Sub-District  we  find  a remarkable  difference. 
Here  the  birth-rate  last  year  was  33m  per  1000.  This  year  it  has 
risen  to  36-8  per  1000.  It  may  be  taken  as  a general  rule,  that 
a low  birth-rate  indicates  a low  marriage-rate.  A low  marriage- 
rate  points  to  a want  of  prosperity  in  the  District  where  it  occurs. 
A high  birth-rate  indicates  the  reverse. 

The  return  of  births  with  which  I am  furnished,  contains  onlv 
the  totals  for  each  Sub-District.  I am,  therefore,  unable  to  state 
the  actual  number  of  births  which  take  place  in  each  separate 
village.  I have,  however,  no  doubt  that  the  increase  takes  place 
in  Ashby,  and  such  other  portions  of  the  Winterton  Sub-District 
as  are  inhabited  by  the  iron-stone  miners,  where  the  wages  received 
are  higher  than  in  agricultural  villages.  I regret  that  I am  not 
supplied  with  a return  of  the  marriages  which  take  place  in  the 
District.  Such  a return  would  be  a great  help  in  making  out  the 
statistics  of  the  District. 

In  the  following  table  will  be  found  a classification  of  births 
in  the  whole  and  each  of  the  Sub-Districts  from  1895  to  the  end 
of  the  present  year.

The  number  of  deaths  which  occurred  in  infants  under  one 
year  was  79.  This  is  4 below  the  average  for  the  District.  Of 
these  49  were  males  and  30  females.  Last  year’s  figures  were 
53  males  and  20  females.  This  shows  that  during  the  last  two 
years  the  death  of  male  infants  under  one  year  was  more  than 
double  that  of  the  female.  This  is  a serious  male  mortality.

With  the  exception  of  the  year  1899,  when  the  number  of  cases 
notified  was  13 1,  this  is  the  lowest  since  the  Notification  Act  was 
adopted  (1891).

The  Brigg  Sub-District  has  been  remarkably  free  from  this 
disease,  only  3 cases  having  been  notified  during  the  year.  The 
Barton  Sub-District  accounts  for  67  cases,  and  the  Winterton 
Sub-District  for  22.  In  the  Winterton  Sub-District,  most  of  the 
cases  occurred  at  Ashby.  In  the  Barton  Sub:District,  the  majority 
occurred  at  Barrow,  New  Holland,  Goxhill,  and  neighbourhood. 
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The  cases  were  mostly  of  a mild  type.  Only  i death  occurred 
from  the  disease.

In  this  disease  again  the  Brigg  Sub-District  shows  the  best 
record,  and  the  Barton  Sub-District  the  worst.  The  majority  of 
the  cases  in  the  Brigg  .Sub-District  occurred  at  Kirton.  In  the 
Barton  Sub-District,  14  cases  occurred  at  Ferriby.  These  cases 
were  part  of  the  outbreak  which  occurred  at  the  end  of  last  year, 
and  continued  into  January  and  February  of  the  present  year. 
New  Holland  and  Barrow  furnished  nearly  all  the  remaining  cases. 
In  the  Winterton  Sub-District,  Alkborough,  Ashby,  Conesby,  and 
Crosby.  Three  deaths  from  the  disease  were  recorded.

No  death  was  recorded  from  the  disease. 


During  the  year  there  were  only  two  important  outbreaks  of 
measles  in  the  District.  These  occurred  at  Barnetby  and  East 
Halton.  At  Barnetby  on  May  31st,  I advised  that  the  schools, 
which  were  closed  for  the  holidays,  remain  closed  until  June  15th. 
On  June  15th,  as  the  village  was  not  altogether  free  from  the 
disease,  I thought  it  expedient  to  extend  the  closure  to  June  20th. 

On  October  31st,  owing  to  an  extensive  outbreak  of  measles 
at  East  Halton,  I advised  that  the  schools  be  closed  for  4 weeks. 

There  were  4 deaths  from  this  disease. 

The  only  serious  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough  in  the  District 
occurred  at  Cadney.  On  September  19th,  I advised  that  the 
schools,  (which  were  closed  for  the  holidays),  remain  closed  for 
another  fortnight. 

There  were  2 deaths  from  this  disease. 

Fourteen  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified.

The  number  of  deaths  from  Bronchitis  was  21,  and  from  Bronchitis  and 
Pneumonia  18.  19  of  these  occurred  in  infants  under  1 year,  and  Pneumonia- 

1 1 in  persons  over  65. 

The  Health  of  the  District. 

The  general  health  of  the  whole  District  during  the  past  year 
has  been  most  satisfactory.  The  year  has  been  one  of  the  healthiest 
on  record. 

The  death-rate  was  low,‘’i3’i  per  1000,  The  average  death- 
rate  for  the  District  is  14  per  1000. 
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The  number  of  cases  notified  under  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Notification  Act  was  154.  This  is  123  below  last  year’s  total,  and 
46  below  the  average  number  of  the  last  10  years.  The  average 
is  200.  The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  was  92, 
just  half  last  year’s  total.  With  very  few  exceptions,  all  these 
cases  were  of  a mild  type.  A fair  proportion  of  them  escaped 
detection  in  the  early  stage,  and  were  only  notified  when  they  were 
found  to  be  peeling.  The  one  death  recorded  from  this  disease  was 
not  directly  due  to  the  Fever,  but  to  an  Abscess  of  the  ear,  which 
occurred  some  weeks  after. 

Four  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  notified  as  against  24  last 
year.  There  was  no  death  recorded  from  the  disease.  43  cases 
of  Diphtheria  were  notified  ; last  year’s  total  was  57.  The  Brigg 
Sub-District  was  remarkably  free  from  dangerous  infectious  diseases 
only  17  cases  having  been  notified  from  this  District.  The  Barton 
Sub-District  heads  the  list  with  100  cases.  In  the  Winterton 
Sub-District  37  cases  occurred.  There  was  no  serious  outbreak  of 
Influenza  in  the  District.  From  conversations  I have  with 
medical  gentlemen  in  the  District,  I find  that  the  amount  of 
ordinary  illness  has  been  much  below  the  average. 

Sanitary  Improvements,  Public  Sewers,  &c. 

Alone  or  in  company  with  Mr.  Bainton,  the  Inspector,  I 
visited  and  inspected  a large  portion  of  the  District.  At  South 
Ferriby,  in  February,  during  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria,  finding 
that  the  closets  at  the  girls’  school  emptied  into  an  open  pit,  and 
suspecting  this  to  be  the  cause  of  the  outbreak,  I ordered  the 
school  to  be  closed,  properly  constructed  boxes  to  be  put  in,  and 
the  floor  to  be  cemented.  This  was  done  at  once,  and  the  outbreak 
came  to  an  end. 

At  Alkborough  in  the  same  month  an  outbreak  of  Diphtheria 
occurred.  Here  I found  the  school  closets  stood  over  a deep  pit 
the  only  ventilation  from  which  was  through  the  seats  of  the 
closets.  This  pit  I was  informed,  used  to  be  emptied  once  a year. 
Lately  it  was  thought  advisable  to  have  it  emptied  at  shorter 
intervals.  In  order  to  empty  it,  a slab  in  the  school-yard,  also 
used  as  a playground,  had  to  be  lifted.  The  contents  were  then 
removed  from  the  pit.  This  had  been  done  shortly  before  my  inspec- 
tion. The  yard  was  in  a filthy  condition.  I ordered  the  schools  to 
be  closed,  the  pit  cleaned  out,  disinfected,  and  filled  in,  boxes  or  pails 
to  be  supplied,  and  the  floors  to  be  concreted.  This  was  done, 
and  as  in  the  case  of  Ferriby,  the  outbreak  came  to  an  end. 
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In  all  the  cases  of  Infectious  Disease,  where  any  local  nuisance 
was  found  to  exist,  means  were  at  once  taken  to  abate  the  nuisance.
